On our duty to God. 
J NC E Gad is the author of our 


bers and our conſtant preſer- 
ver; and all that we enjoy We 
receive from him; and is alſo 
the ſupreme governor of all his 
rational creatures: we are under the ſtricteſt 
obligations to a ſteady obedience to all his 


laws:

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laws : it therefore highly becomes us care. 
fully to conſider what are the duties he has 
commanded. - For the great day of judg- 
ment will come, when every one ſhall be 
condemned or approved, according to his 
actions and behaviour in this life : and will 
then be either thrown into a ſtate of inex- 
preſſible miſery and torment, or be admitted 
into the regions of eyerlaſting peace and hap- 
ineſs. 

If therefore we would obtain the favour 
of God, we mult in the firſt place, not on- 
ly believe that he is, but that he is alſo the 
rewarder ot au thoſe that diligently ſeck him. 
And in cui;;-guence of that belief, we muſt 
fear and reverence him, as the greateſt and 
moſt powerful being, and walk humbly be- 
fore him: being careful never ta prophane 
his holy name by falſe ſwearing, nor to uſe 
it irreverentiy in our common diſcourſe. We 
muſt alſo hate and deteſt all idolatry, or the 
paying any honour to pictures or images of 
wood or ſtone; or even to the angels them- 
ſelves, but we muſt werthip the Lord our 
God in ſpirit and in truth, and him only 
muſt we ſerve. We muſt further conſider 
God as gracious and merciful, and fix 1n 
our minds a grateful ſenſe of his goodnefs to 
us, who is our Creator, our conſtant bene- 
factor, and the giver of every bleſſing : and 
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therefore it is our duty to love him with all 
our heart, our ſoul and ſtrength, and to walk 
before him with a perfect heart and a will- 
ing mind, endeavouring to imitate him in 
all his moral perfections. And while we are 
thus inwardly affected towards God, it be- 
comes us alſo to take all proper opportuni- 
ties of expreſſing the grateful ſenſe of our 
minds, by frequently addreſſing our ſelves 
to him, both in private and public worſhip ; 
not forgetting to aſſemble ourſelves toge- 
ther, that with one heart and one mind we 
may join in acknowledging his glorious per- 
fections and excellency, and our conitant de- 
pendance upon him; glorifying him in all 
things, and offering up our praiſes and 
thankſgivings for all his goodneſs and mer- 
cy to us; with humble petitions for a ſup- 
ply of all our wants, both temporal and ſpi- 
ritual; making our prayers and ſupplications 
to him, in the name of Jeſus Chriſt our 
only mediator. We muſt further put our 


truſt in him, as in one, who will not for- 


ſake thoſe, that humbly depend and rely up- 
on him. And fince he is not only good, 
but likewiſe poſſeſt of perfect wiſdom, we 
thould always ſubmit our ſelves patiently to 
his will, without murmurings or repinings, 
and reſign our ſelves to the diſpenſations of 
his providence towards us. We muſt alſo 


4 ſhow 
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ſhow the ſincerity of our regard to him, by 
a real and unfeigned repentance of all our 
ſins, with a firm reſolution to conform our 
lives for the time to come to his laws, and 
to obey all his commands without the leaſt 
hypocriſy or reſerve. Laſtly, we ought 
deeply to impreſs upon our minds, his ex- 
ceeding great love, in ſending his Son Jeſus 
Chriſt our Lord, to lead us into the way of 
truth, to direct us into the paths of eternal 
life, and to ſuffer and die for us: and ſhould 
therefore readily comply with the poſitive 
inſtitutions of chriſtianity, to wit, baptiſm, 
and the thankful remembrance of our bleſſed 
Saviour at his ſupper, according to his ap- 
pointment. 

- Now both the reaſonableneſs and neceſ- 
fry of our performing theſe duties, and ac- 
quiring theſe diſpoſitions and habits, will 
plainly appear; if we conſider that God is 
poſſeſt of unbounded and irreſiſtible power; 
that he is a being of ſtrict and impartial 
juſtice ; who will finally judge all men, and 
render to every one according to his works: 
and that he requires of us as intire and com- 
plete an obedience as we are able to per- 
form ; becauſe the wilful diſobedience. of 
any one of his righteous laws, unrepented of, 
would, if paſſed over without puniſhment, 


defeat the ends of his wiſe and juſt govern- 
ment: 
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y ment: for as all his commands tend only to 
ur promote the happineſs of the whole creation; 


ar Wo if we carefully attend to it, we ſhall find 
1d chat any one vice, if let alone and indulged, 
iſt would have the moſt fatal conſequences ; and 
ht that the happineſs of the whole is only at- 


tainable by an univerſal regard to all the di- 
ine precepts. The ſerious conſideration of 
heſe things will ſhow us the neceflity of 
paying a conſtant ſubmiſſion to the will of 
od, with a ſtrict obedience to all his laws, 
ind will fill us with ſuch an aweful ſenſe of 
is ſupreme majeſty, as will excite us to the 
greateſt care, and watchfulneſs over ourſelves, 
o a conſtant endeavour to pleaſe him in all 
hings, and by no means in any thing to of- 
end him: ſince none can deliver out of his 
and. 
Further, as in God we live, and move, 
nd have our being ; as he 1s preſent every 
; Where, and continually with us, knowing all 
ur thoughts, words and actions; and is him- 
If of unſpotted purity and holineſs ; theſe 
Hings ſhould teach us to purify our minds 
rom all manner of vice and folly, to retorm 
ur thoughts and deſigns, to govern and re- 
ulate our paſſions, appetites and deſires, and 
o behave our ſelves always piouſly and wiſe- 
ent, ; acting at all times, and on all occaſions, 
ern-· ſenſible of his continual preſence, and re- 
ent : K mem- 
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membring that he is now the witneſs, why 
will hereafter be the judge, of all our actions. 

Moreover, as God is not only the author 
of our being, but alſo our conſtant bene- 
factor; who is truly good, and directs that 
goodneſs by the greateſt wiſdom ; wo is the 
giver of every bleſſing of this life, and on 
whom all our future hopes and expectations 
are placed; and who has aſſured us by our 
Lord jeſus Chriſt, that he will graciouſh 
pardon all our paſt offences, on our fincere 
repentance and humiliation, joined with 


real amendment of our lives ; theſe thing 
ſhould inſpire us with the higheſt ſentiments 
of love and reverence to him, and with the 


fincereſt returns of thankfulneſs and obed 
ENCE. 
all his laws are fit and reaſonable, and tha 
the compliance with them only tends to mak: 
us both happy here, and to fit us for th

Laſtly, as God is the moſt wiſe and pe! 
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all men, but more eſpecially upon thoſe * 
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love and obey him ; who alſo hears our pray- 
ers, and will either deliver his faithful ſer- 
vants, or elſe ſupport them under all their 
afflictions here: theſe conſiderations ſhould 
engage us to apply our ſelves to him in pray- 
er and ſupplication, to implore his guidance 
and protection, to put our hope and truſt 
in him, and with all humility and patience 
to commit ourſelves to him under all our 
troubles, in full aſſurance that every afflic- 
tion we meet with, is kindly deſigned, either 
to reform or improve ns; and will finally 
turn to our everlaſting advantage, it we be- 
have ourſelves well under it. 

Let us therefore cultivate all thoſe diſpo- 
fitions, which we know to be acceptable to 
God. For he only is his true and faithful 
ſervant, who out of a juſt ſenſe of his ſo- 
vereign authority, conforms all his actions to 
his will ; and who, from a thorough conviction 
of the wiſdom and equity of the divine go- 
vernment, conducts himſelf with an humble 
and regular ſubmiſſion to his laws. 


The Second HO MIL y. 
On our duty to our Neighbour. 


S our bleſſed Lord and Saviour has 
aſſured us, that the firſt and great 


commandment is to love the Lord our God, 
K 2 with 
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with all our heart, our ſoul and mind: fo 
he has alſo declared, that the ſecond, which 
requires us to love our neighbour as our 
{-lves, is like unto it: and accordingly has 
obliged all his followers to be very careful 
to do to all men, as they would have others 
do to them. How diligent then ought we 
to be, to fulfil all the obligations, which a 
law ſo juſt and reaſonable lays us under, 
and on which the happineſs of all ſocial be- 

ings depends ? 
1n the firſt place therefore, we muſt not 
commit any murder, adultery, nor fornica- 
tion, but carefully guard againſt every ten- 
dency to them : neither muſt we bear falſe 
witneſs againſt, nor accuſe any one falſely, 
nor ſlander another : nor be guilty of theft, 
or robbery either in great or ſmall matters; 
but all theſe things ſhould be our greateſt 
abhorrence. We alſo muſt not hurt, vex or 
afflict any one, nor do the leaſt wrong or in- 
jury : but hate all manner of violence, op- 
preſſion and extortion, all fraud and unjuſt 
gain, and every mean art of cheating or 
over-reaching another : and let the weights 
and meaſures be always juſt, for all that do 
unrighteouſly in ſuch things are an abomi- 
nation to the Lord; and if any one has in 
any thing defrauded another, he is obliged 
to make reſtitution, And the more 2 
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ally to prevent any tendency to theſe crimes, 
we are commanded to be contented with 
ſuch things as we have, and not to covet 
what is another's ; but to be juſt and righte- 
ous, honeſt and upright in all our dealings ; 


and to put away all falſehood from us, ſpeak- 


ing the truth in ſincerity and uprightneſs, and 
laying aſide all guile and hypocriſy ; for ly- 


ing lips are an abomination to the Lord ; 


and beſides, he that deceives another by a 


lie, ſhould conſider, that he will not be ea- 


fly believed another time, even when he 
ſpeaks the truth. We muſt allo avoid all 
flattery to one another, for flattering lips and 


a double tongue, the Lord hates. 


We muſt further avoid ſtrife and conten- 
tion, and put away from us a froward mouth 


and perverſe lips: and let paſſion, ill lan- 
guage and bitterneſs of ſpeech, with all un- 


becoming heats, (more eſpecially upon 
trifling occaſions,) be intirely baniſhed from 


us; remembring that he that is angry with 


his brother without a cauſe, is in danger of 


| the judgment: and that he who bridles not 


his tongue, deceives his own heart, and his 
religion is ain. Nor muſt we at any time 
ſuffer even our juſt anger to lie kindling in 
our breaſts, leſt it grow up to reſentment 
and hatred, ' malice and revenge: but, we 
muſt be flow to anger, and eaſily appealed, 
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not ſuffering the ſun to go down upon out 
wrath. | 

We are further obliged by our Saviour's 
laws to love our neighbour as our ſelves: it 
is therefore our duty to improve in every 
kind affection and benevolent diſpoſition to- 
wards all men; to reſtrain all ſelfiſhneſs and 
covetouſneſs, and to be truly good and gene- 
rous. We muſt conſider one another as 
brethren, and behave our ſelves in a friendly 
and becoming manner to all men, without 
haughtineſs or pride : for a proud look the 
Lord hates, and every one that is proud in 
heart is an abomination to him. We muſt 
alſo lay aſide all moroſeneſs and peeviſhneſs, 
and attain a mild and peaceable diſpoſition ; 
being gentle and courteous, eaſy to be in- 
treated, and full of mercy ; nor take plea- 
ſure in ſpeaking evil of any man; and en- 
deavour to give no offence, but to live peace- 
ably with all men : overlooking the . faults 
and failings of one another, ſhowing mercy 
and compaſſion every man to his brother, 
and helping every one that wants our affiſt- 
ance in any way, with all chearfulneſs and 
readineſs of mind : to the attaining of all 
which excellent diſpoſitions, a wiſe- and re- 
gular government of our own, paſſions and 
deſires, will greatly contribute.

We are alſo obliged by the common prin- 
ciples of reaſon and humanity, to extend 
our mercy and goodneſs, even to all the brute 
part of God's creation: and the ſacred icrip- 
tures have made it the mark, as well as du- 
ty of a good man to be merciful to his 
beaſts : who therefore will by no means load 
them with too great burdens, nor puniſh 
them with ſeverity, nor with-hold from them 
the neceſſary food, reſt and refreſhment, 
which their condition and labour require 
and more eſpecially, will not uſe any living 
creature with the leaſt cruelty, nor afflict it 
in any degree, without a good and reaſon- 
able cauſe: and when we kill them, it 
ſhould not be wantonly or cruelly, but up- 
on juſt occaſions, and with as little pain to 
them as we can. 

We are further commanded to extend our 
love and kindneſs to our enemies, nor:to re- 
joice when evil comes upon them: but to 
bleſs them that curſe us, to do good to them 
that hate us, and to pray for them that deſ- 
pitefully uſe us, and perſecute us; that we 
may be the children of God, and imitate 
him, who is kind and merciful even to the 
We muſt there- 
fore recompenſe to no man evil for evil, but 
freely forgive all that injure us; being long- 
ſuffering, forbearing one another in love, 

| f and 
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and not taking upon us to cenfure or con- 
demn others ; for with what judgment we 
judge, we ſhail be judged, and with what 
meaſure we mete to others, it ſhall be mea- 
{ured to us again. Moreover, ſince we are 
every one of us guilty of many faults, too 
apt to offend both God and our neighbour ; 
and ſince God is always ready to make gra- 
cious allowances for our failings; theſe con- 
ſiderations ſhould the more effectually incline 
us, to exerciſe all that mercy and forgive- 
neſs to thoſe that any ways offend us, which 
we would defire ſhould be ſhown to our 
ſelves in like caſes ; and by no means to mag- 
nify their faults, but eaſily to excuſe their 
oftences, and impute them to the fame 
thoughtleſsneſs, want of confideration or ig- 
norance, which we often find to be the caſe 
in our ſelves : always remembring how 
much our own happineſs is concerned in 
ſuch a conduct, as being aſſured by our Lord 
and maſter, that if we forgive others, we 
ſhall be forgiven ; but that if we forgive not 
thoſe that treſpaſs againſt us, God will not 
forgive us our treſpaſſes. 

It is indeed our duty to exhort one ano- 
ther to good works, to inſtruct the ignorant, 
to endeavour to turn a finner from the er- 
rors of his ways, and to admoniſh and re- 
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prove our brother, and not ſuffer ſin to be 
upon him: but theſe things are to be done 


with meekneſs and gentleneſs, endeavouring 


to convince and perſuade him in the ſpirit of 
love, of the neceſſity of ſelf-government, 

and of a holy, good and virtuous life: and 
we are therefore directed to withdraw from 
the hardened and the ſcornful, leſt without 


| any proſpect of doing good, we hurt our 


own minds. 


Laſtly, let us be truly good, kind and be- 


neficent to all men, rejoicing in their proſ- 


perity and happineſs ; and not ſuffer any en- 


vy, or ſecret repinin gs to harbour in our breaſt; 

but let us live in love and peace with all 
men ; behaving our ſelves always with meek- 
neſs and humility ; that we may attain thoſe 
bleſſed diſpoſitions and habits which will fit 
us for thoſe heavenly manſions of love and 


peace, where nothing that offends or defiles, 
will be permitted to enter. 


The Third Ho MuI LI x. 
On the Relative Duties. 


AVING in ſome former diſcourſes 
conſidered our obligations to God, and 
likewiſe thoſe which we owe to our neigh- 


bour in general : we now come to treat of 
L thoſe 
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thoſe other duties which we owe to one ano. 
ther; ariſing from the different conditions and 
various relations, that providence has thought 
fit men ſhould ſtand in to each other ; and 
by the regular performance whereof, the 
peace, order and harmony of ſociety is main- 
tained. 

Let princes, nobles, and all that are in au- 
thority conſider themſelves as exalted to thoſe 
high ſtations for the good of their fellow 
creatures; and that therefore they are obliged 
to ſtudy the intereſt and welfare of thoſe that 
are under them ; to ſet an example of ſtrict 
obedience to the laws they make, and to be 
juſt and honeſt themſelves, diligent and faith- 
ful in the diſcharge of the duties of their ſe- 
veral ſtations, ruling in the fear of the Lord, 
and avoiding ſloth, luxury and vanity, as 
knowing their example is of great influence 
to all about them. Let them alſo judge 
with patience and equity, hating covetoul- 
neſs and corruption, relieving the oppreſſed, 
diſcouraging vice, and maintaining peace and 
good order, without any reſpect of perſons. 

Let ſubjects honour the king, and chear- 
fully obey all that are in authority over them : 
nor endeayour to evade the force of the laws 
by any art or cunning : but without any mur- 
muring, render tribute, cuſtom and honour 
to whom they are due. 
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Let the miniſters of the goſpel be faithful 
and diligent in the diſcharge of their duty 
towards the people committed to their care; 
living holily and unblameably as examples 
to their flock : being juſt, ſober and tempe- 
rate, not covetous or greedy of lucre; not 


| ſelf-wilFd, nor ſoon angry, but gentle unto 


all men, ready to teach, patient, in meekneſs 
inſtructing thoſe that oppoſe themſelves ; re- 


| buking and exhorting ſinners with all long- 


ſuffering; and ſtrengthening and confirming 


| the good and faithful. — And let their peo- 


ple remember them that labour among them 
in holy things, and eſteem and love them for 
their work's ſake, and diligently attend to 
their religious inſtructions: let alſo him that 


| is taught in the word, give unto him that 


teaches; for ſo has the Lord ordained, that 


| they which preach the Goſpel, ſhould live 


by it, and the labourer is worthy of his re- 


| ward. 


Let marriage be a Rate of chriſtian friend- 


| ſhip, and mutual comfort and affiſtance : let 


each party bear with one another's infirmi- 
ties, and ſtudy to help and pleaſe each other, 


| which is the foundation and ſupport of all 


domeſtic happineſs : let them likewiſe be 
true and faithful to each other, Let the huſ- 
band love his wife, even as himſelf, being 
truly kind and affectionate to her. And let 
the wife ſee, that ſhe loves and reverences 


1 2 her 
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her huſband, and is in ſubjectionꝰ to him: 
being of a meek and quiet ſpirit, which in 
the fight of God is of great value. 

Let parents love their children, and be kind 
and gentle to them, yet at the ſame time 
keeping them in due ſubjection; bringing 
them up in the knowledge and fear of the 
Lord, teaching them to obſerve his com- 
mandments, and carefully training them up 
in the paths of virtue, and in the wiſe and 
regular government of their appetites and 
paſſions ; being alſo themſelves very careful 
to ſet their children a good example. Let 
them likewiſe provide for their children, 
cultivate and improve their minds, and bring 
them up in ſuch induſtry and bodily labour, 
as their circumſtances in life require, and as 
their tender ages will admit of; leſt when 


they grow up, they be expoſed to every 
temptation, through idleneſs, effeminacy and 


want of employment. Let children alſo learn 
to behave with decency and modeſty ; and 
to obey their parents ; for this is well pleaſing 
to the Lord : honouring them, attending di- 


ligently to their inſtructions, and paying the 


Juſt returns of love and gratitude, 


May the univerſities, and all our public | 
and private ſchools for the education of 
youth, think it not ſufficient only to inſtruct Þ 


thoſe that are committed to their care in uſe- 
ful learning and knowledge ; but may they 
| | further 
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farther conſider, that it becomes them more 
eſpecially to take care of their moral con- 
duct ; to teach them to be ſober and virtuous, 
to be ſtrictly juſt and honeſt in all things, 
true to their word, and obedient to their ſu- 
periors : as knowing that their future life and 
manners greatly depend upon the foun- 
dation laid in their younger years: and that 
they themſelves will be anſwerable for it, if 
they neglect to inſtruct them in theſe things 
which are of the greateſt moment. 

Let maſters and miſtreſſes be gentle and 
careful of their ſervants, and not rule with 
rigour ; but give unto them that which 1s 


juſt and equal, forbearing threatning, know- 


ing that they likewiſe have a maſter in hea- 
ven, neither is there any reſpect of perſons 
with him. Let them alſo pay their ſervants 
and work-people the wages due to them : 
for woe unto him that uſes his neighbour's 
ſervice without wages, and gives him not 
for his work, or detains it from him an 

time. Let them alſo be careful both 
by their own good example, and by their 
kind and prudent inſtructions to aſſiſt and 
improve their ſervants in the knowledge of 
God, and in the practice of true religion and 
virtue, after the excellent example of Abra- 
ham and Joſhua *; that they alſo with them- 


Gen. xviii. 19. Joſhua xxiv. the end of the 15th 
verſe, 
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ſelves may be fitted for eternal happineſs, 
And let ſervants be obedient to their maſters 
and miſtrefles, diligent in their ſervice, with 
all faithfulneſs and honeſty, and endeavour 
to pleaſe them, not with eye-ſervice only, as 
men-pleaſers, but in truth and ſingleneſs of 
heart, as fearing God. 

Let ſuch as have the riches of this world, 
be careful to ſpend them wiſely and charita- 
bly, remembring that they muſt one day 
give an account of their diſpoſal of them: 
let them not therefore heap up wealth un- 
profitably, nor ſpend it in luxury and vani- 
ty, or in the encouragement of vice and fol- 
ly: but let them conſider that the pleaſures 
of this world, and the deceitfulneſs of riches 
often choak the word of God, and render 
it unfruitful. And ſince it has pleaſed God 
to place men in various ſtates and conditions 
in this life, for the exerciſe of different vir- 
tues; let not the rich deſpiſe the poor, nor 
the great ones of this world deſpiſe thoſe 
that are in low eſtate : but let every one ac- 
cording to what he has, be rich in good 

works, ready to diſtribute to the neceſſities 
of others; more eſpecially by employing thoſe 

r who are able to work, in uſeful la- 
our, without exacting too much of them, 
or taking advantage from their neceſſities to 
oppreſs them ; and in relieving the wants 

of the ſick and lame, the infants and aged: 
remem- 
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remembring, that whoſoever has this world's 
goods, and ſees his brother has need, and 
ſhuts up his bowels of compaſſion from him, 
how dwells the love of God in him? They 
ought likewiſe to do good with a willing 
and a chearful mind, being affable and con- 
deſcending in their behaviour, and careful to 
avoid all oſtentation, or the doing it from 
any mean motive, as looking for their re- 
ward from God alone. Let thoſe alſo who 
are in the middle ſtations and conditions 
of life, take a conſtant delight in doing good, 
that ſo they may get the habits of love and 
compaſſion; which excellent diſpoſitions will 
teach them to retrench many uſeleſs expen- 
ces, and ſpend both their time and mon 

in acts of benevolence, which are too often 
laid out in pleaſure and vanity, in luxury of 
dreſs, grandeur and high living, (if not in 


exceſs of rioting and drunkenneſs) but might 


much more uſefully be employed to their 
own eternal advantage. 

Let alſo thoſe that are poor, be faithful, 
honeſt and juſt in all things, and not inſo- 
lent nor murmuring, but modeſt and hum- 
ble, thankful to their benefactors, and having 
food and raiment, and the neceſſaries of this 
life, be contented therewith: neither muſt 
they be ſlothful or idle, but labour diligent- 
ly at their employments, leſt they be tempt- 
ed to ſteal: neither are they excuſed from 
helping 
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helping and aſſiſting one another, in what- 
ever way they can. 

Let therefore all men carefully endeavour 
ſo to perform the duties of their ſeveral 
ſtations here, that when the great day of 
judgment comes, they may be able to deli- 
ver up their accounts with joy, and may 


done ye good and faithful ſervants, inherit 
the kingdom prepared for you : which God 
grant to us all, through Jeſus Chriſt. 


The Fourth Ho MIL v. 


On the Duties which regard ourſelves. 


S we are under the higheſt obligations 


deſire they ſhould do to us: ſo alſo we are 
obliged to uſe the greateſt diligence in the 
government of our own ſelves ; without 


and has made it our duty to imitate him in 


all his moral perfections; which therefor: 
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calls for our utmoſt care. For when we 
conſider on the one hand, that God requires 
of us an univerſal obedience to all his laws, 


with a conſtant perſeverance in it; that we 


muſt go on from one degree of holineſs to 


another, and endeavour to be perfect in our 
| ſtation, even as our heavenly father is per- 
zolt 
Vell 
our calling and election ſure; being ſtedfaſt 
and immoveable, not weary in well-doing, 
remembring that he only that endures unto 
the end ſhall be ſaved: and when we conſi- 
der on the other hand, our own imperfecti- 
ons. the temptations of this life, and the 
difficulties and diſcouragements which attend 
us in purſuing our chriſtian courſe: we muſt 
plainly perceive what care and watchfulneſs 


fect; that we mult ſtrive to enter in at the 
ſtraight gate, and give all diligence to make 


of our ſelves, and what ſincere prayers for 


divine aid are neceſſary to enable us to per- 


form ſuch important duties. How careful 


the! ought we to be in reading and ſtudying the 


holy ſcriptures, and in examining our hearts

know our ſelves, and what is required of 


us, and thereby to correct and amend what- 


paſ-· 


laws ever is faulty in our temper and conduct, 


and to perſevere in a regular and conſtant 
practice of every amiable virtue? And when- 
ever (notwithſtanding all our care) we fall 
into any fin, we muſt repent of our folly, 
humble our ſelves before God, and with 
M double 
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double diſigence watch over our ſelves, that 
we may not fall into the ſame again : and as 
every one of us have generally ſome one or 
more predominant vices, which we are moſt 
liable to fall into, either from our natural 
diſpoſitions, or acquired habits, we muſt 
take care more particularly to guard againſt 
thoſe fins, which moſt eaſily beſet us. For 
the rooting out of any vicious habit, 1s a 
work of time, andcalls for the continued exer- 
ciſe of all our faculties. And the introducing 
into our minds the contrary diſpoſitions, not- 
withſtanding the oppoſition of cuſtom and 
evil habits, requires our utmoſt diligence 
and care. Neither muſt we be diſcouraged 
by our weakneſs, nor let our failings and 
imperfections diſpirit us; but we muſt ſtill 
perſevere, and redouble our care, till at laſt 
we have got the better of them, and are 
become truly conquerors, 

In order to attain this perfection, which 
the chriſtian religion requires of us ; it is in 
the firſt place neceſſary for us to have right 
and juſt notions of our own ſelves ; to conſi- 
der that we are impefrect beings, too apt to 
be turned aſide from our duty by various 
temptations, and to be miſled by paſſion and 
prejudice, by ignorance and folly : and that 
therefore it becomes us to poſſeſs our minds 
with a humble and modeſt ſenſe of our own 
ſelves, and to be cloathed with a meek and 
lowly ſpirit, laying alide all pride and vain

concert, all arrogance and fooliſh boaſtings. 
And let us think ſoberly of our ſelves, as 


knowing, that the beſt of us have ſtill many 


ſecret corruptions within him, and that even 
our beſt obedience is imperfect : wherefore 
he takes delight in thoſe that 
are of a meek and humble ſpirit, but that 
every one that is proud in heart is an abo- 


| mination to him. Neither muſt we be de- 
firous of praiſe and vain-glory, for a modeſt 
and good man is content with doing well, 
thereby approving himſelf to God, without 
| ſeeking the applauſe of men. 


We muſt likewiſe be patient under every 


| affliction, not apt to be diſcompoſed at every 


diſagreeable event, nor impatient under any 
greater trials, which God may think fit to 


lay upon us; knowing that in the end they 
will work out for us an exceeding degree of 


glory: we muſt not therefore let the frowns 


or terrors of this world, either reproach, ad- 


verſity or perſecution, make us give up our 
faithful and ſteady obedience to God; nor 
ſuffer it's allurements and vanities, the love 


of riches, honour or power, to intice and ſe- 


duce us to part with our integrity: but we 
muſt take up our croſs, and follow our 


bleſſed Saviour's example; for he only that 
overcomes the trials and temptations, to 


which he is expoſed in this life, ſhall inhe- 
rit the kingdom of heaven.

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We muſt alſo be holy, without which no 


man can ſee God ; and be chaſte and modeſt 
in our thoughts and actions, and ſuffer no 
corrupt or unclean difcourſe to proceed out 
of our mouth : but hate all laſciviouſneſs, 
fornication and adultery, with every impure 
deſire, and unlawful pleaſure : for all theſe 
things are highly unſuitable to our moſt ho- 
ly religion, to a virtuous temper of mind ; 
and will deprive us of the favour of God. 
We mult likewiſe be ſober and temperate 
in all things, without luxury, gluttony or 
drunkenneſs; and uſe great moderation in 
all our pleaſures, and in every enjoyment of 
this life; as chriſtians, whoſe perfection and 
happineſs do not conſiſt in ſenſual enjoy- 
ments, but in thoſe which are ſpiritual : and 
the gaieties and follies, nay even the innocent 
amuſements of this world, when too much 
indulged, and too often repeated, are apt to 
fink and debaſe the mind, to fill it with a 
trifling levity, and unfit it for the perform- 
ance of the important and neceſſary duties of 
this life. Let alſo the inward humility of 
our minds appear in the modeſty and decen- 
cy of our outward behaviour, of our dreſs 
and apparel ; without pride and vanity, with- 
out the love of pomp and ſhow, or the de- 
ſire of emulating others: and let us follow 
no faſhion or cuſtom that is inconſiſtent 
with modeſty ; but ſet a good example to all 
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around us; for the luſt of the fleſh, the luſt 


| of the eye, and the pride of life are utterly 
inconſiſtent with the love of God. 


We mult further endeavour wiſely to re- 


gulate all our paſſions and affections, to brin 

them under a due command, and rightly to 
direct and govern them, by the rules of 
| reaſon and religion; to bridle our tongues, 


to be ſlow to anger, and to rule our own 


| ſpirit ; keeping our bodies in ſubjection, and 
| denying our ſelves, yet maintaining a chear- 
| ful and contented ſpirit. 


| every wicked way, turn away from every 


We mult alſo hate 


ſin, and follow no one to do what is evil: 


| but cleanſe our ſelves from all pollution of 


the fleſh and ſpirit, and let our religion be 
ſincere and unaffected, without inward guile 


and hypocriſy, or vain oſtentation and ſhow : 


| endeavouring to walk worthy of our pro- 


feſſion, and to adorn the doctrine of Chriſt 
in all things : being harmleſs, and without 


blame, the children of God, keeping our 


ſelves unſpotted from the , world, and ab- 
ſtaining from even the appearance of evil; 


y with 


powers of darkneſs. We muſt therefore take 
heed to our ſelves, and walk circumſpectly, 
redeeming the time, and watch and pray 
that we fall not into temptation ; not being 
flothful, but diligent, not lukewarm, but 


zealous 
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zealous to promote whatever is praiſe-worthy 
and excellent. But at the ſame time we 


ought to take great care, that our paſſions 


have no undue influence upon us, that 
while we think we are in the purſuit of one 
virtue, we do not break in upon the practice 
of another: nor ſuffer on the one hand a 
miſtaken love of God, and zeal for religion, 
to make us uncharitable or ſevere to our 
neighbour, from whom we may happen to 
differ; remembring we have all of us one 
lawgiver and judge, by whom we our ſelves 
are allo to be judged : but we muſt treat 
hin with that love and forbearance, that 
mercy and compaſſion, which we would de- 
fire to be treated with, by thoſe who differ 
from us: nor on the. other hand muſt we 
permit our partial fondneſs for our neigh- 
bour, to break in upon our ſteady regard to 
God, or make us negle& our duty to him: 
but we mult pay an univerſal obedience to 
all his laws, and ſtrive to perform our 
whole duty both to God and to one ano- 
ther ; e e after our own perfection, 


with all long-ſuffering and forbearance to 


others 
We muſt alſo every one of us avoid all 


looſe and criminal converſation, and be very 
careful what company we keep, and the 
perſons with whom we are intimate, for 
evil communication corrupts good manners: 
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Wherefore if ſinners entice us, let us not 
conſent, but refrain our feet from their paths, 
neither deſire to be with them; leſt we learn 
their ways, and get a ſnare to our ſouls. For 
whoever gives himſelf up to the ſociety of 
the ungodly and vicious, will quickly be loſt 
to all virtue and goodneſs, and will too ſoon 
become like the company he choofes. 
Therefore all men ſhould endeavour, in their 
ſeveral ſtations, to encourage religion, righte- 
ouſneſs and virtue, and to diſcourage vice 
and prophaneneſs. 

Laſtly, we ſhould be careful every one of 
us, to employ our time well, improving in 
uſeful and worthy knowledge, and avoiding 
idleneſs, which is the foundation of folly 
and wickedneſs. Let ſuch as are engaged 
in any buſineſs and employment, be diligent 
in it, that with the bleſſing of God, they 
may be enabled both to provide for them- 
ſelves and families, and: to do good to others : 
and let ſuch as have leiſure from labour and 
domeſtic cares, more particularly endeavour 
to employ that time which providence gives 
them, in improving their own minds, and 

being uſeful to others. And let all of us be 
| contented with our condition, reject all baſe 
and ſordid views, and not be covetous, nor 
greedy of heaping up riches : for a man's 
happineſs conſiſts not in the abugdance of 
the things he poſſeſſes; and the love of mo- 
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ney is the root of many evils, and they that 
will be rich, fall into great ſnares and tempta- 
tions, which prevent their progreſs in the 
chriſtian virtues. Neither let any of us be 
overcharged with the cares or pleaſures of 
this world, but let our behaviour and con- 


verſation in all things here, be ſuch as be- 


comes the doctrine of Chriſt ; ſetting our af- 
fections upon things above, and endeavour- 
ing to acquire all thoſe bleſſed diſpoſitions 
and habits, which will fit us for the favour 
of God. For they that refuſe to do his will 
here, and are diſobedient and wicked, ſhall 
be thrown into that ſtate of inexpreſſible 
miſery, prepared for the devil and his an- 
gels, where the worm dies not, and the fire 
is not quenched, and ſhall be puniſhed there 
with dreadful and unſpeakable torments : 
while they who obey the laws of God here, 
ſhall gain his approbation, whoſe favour is 
only to be valued or ſought ; and ſhall be 
admitted to the glory of God, in whoſe pre- 
ſence there is fulneſs of joy, and at whoſe 
right hand there are pleaſures for ever- 


more. 
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
